Betterment of Home Life By Improve¬ 
ment of Surroundings 
riif? tree planting division of the 
forestry branch of the ran ad Ian Gov¬ 
ernment department of tho Interior 
recently completed Its twenty-fifth an¬ 
nual free dUtrihution of trees to farm¬ 
ers lu tho prairie provinces. In the 
25 years tho division has sent out for 
farm shelter-belt planting a total of 
over 81,000,000 seedlings and cuttings 
of broadleaf trees and nearly 1,500,000 
young spruro and plno transplants. 
Approximately forty thousand shelter- 
belts have boon established In western 
< unada since this distribution began. 
Several thousand carefully prepared 
planting reports each year furnish the 
forestry branch with accurate Infor¬ 
mation as to tho success of these plan¬ 
tations, and thcF,o reports Indicate that 
fully 80 per cent, of them aro In a 
thriving condition. 

The stock Is grown at two forest 
nursery stations, the one at Indian 
Head, Saskatchewan, supplying the 
southern portions of tho three prairie 
provinces, and the other nt Sutherland, 
Saskatchewan, providing material for 
the northern parts. This year 2,470,- 
000 seedlings, cuttings and trans

Mr. J. Obed Smith, former Immi¬ 
gration commissioner for Canada in 
London, refers, In u letter to "Canada," 
the London weekly, to tho growing 
production of foodstuffs In this coun¬ 
try and the Increasing demand for 
them from tther countries—speaking 
of wheat, ho says: 

"Canada sells her wheat to Belgium, 
France, Holland, Scandinavia, Italy 
and Germany, besides the Old Land 
and tho United States. Russia has 
recently placed an order and paid for 
16,000,000 bushels of Canadian wheat. 
That Is not nil. The population of 
the states is rapidly Increasing, des¬ 
pite the Immigration quota, which 
prevents too many mouths arriving 
and needing imported food. This 
American market is nearest to Can¬ 
ada, and will l»o fed first. 

"The Orient has suddenly discover¬ 
ed a liking for wheaten bread, and 
shipments of Canadian wheat across 
the Pacific Ocean have shown u largo 
nnd rapid increase. Wlmt will he 
the immensity of tho market If tho 
teeming mlhlons of Chinn and Japan 
should generally adopt wheat Instead 
or rice, which wheat can only ho 
readily supplied by Canada7 Tho 
states have no moro land that can 
be profitably used for wheat growing; 
their average result per aero is far 
less than In Canada, while heavy over¬ 
head charges make It impossible to 
raise and sell wheat on equal terms 
with Canada. 

"The day of export of wheat or Hour 
from the United States is over. This 
is why tho Canadian farmer lias pro- 
pared more land for crop this year, 
and why so many American farmers 
are crossing the international bound¬ 
ary northward and buying better land 
than their own at one-third the price. 
Tho inexorable law of supply und de¬ 
mand governs the price of wheat, and 
while violent fluctuations have been 
seen lately tho present runrket price 
is likely to be near the economic 
standard value of wheat for years to 
come. At that the Canadian farmer 
will profit.’* 

Commenting on Mr. Smith’s let¬ 
ter, "Canada" says that it came op¬ 
portunely during Umpire Shopping 
Week and that “in London in par- 
tle'llai a rompi'P'l: hi,? effort 1 « bo- 
ing mad*- by shopkeepers to bring 
empire products before the attention 
of the public. So far us Canada is 
concerned, the importance of encour¬ 
aging the development of Canadian 
fanning is obvious from our corres¬ 
pondent's letter. To call tho Do¬ 
minion—has sometimes been done— 
‘the bn ad basket of the world’ is not 
so very far-fetched.'’

Recommend Discontinuance of Fall 
and Winter Trapping in 
Saskatchewan 

Discontinuance of the fnll and win¬ 
ter trapping of muskrats in Saskat¬ 
chewan is recommended by 80 per 
cent, of the correspondents of the 
provincial game guardian. Recom¬ 
mendations hnvo also been received 
that all trapping of beaver south or 
tho Churchill River bo stopped. 

Muskrat pelts are moro valuable In 
the spring when tho quality of tho fur 
Is much better than it is In tho fall 
and early winter, and an a result 
prices aro almost doubled In the spring 
as compared with the fall quotations. 

Correspondents In heaver districts 
w*anfc the trapping of beaver stopped 
south of the Churchill ltlver owing to 
the scarcity of these valuable fur¬ 
bearing animals. 

Coyotes appear to bo hold their own 
against long odds. Requests have 
been received by the game guardian 
from southern districts that coyotes 
should not ho hunted with dogs as the 
rapid increase of Jack rabbits is at¬ 
tributed to the reduction in the num¬ 
ber of coyotes on tho open prairies.

Canada*s Apple Crop 


Some districts In B.C. Show Reduction 
From Last Year 

Commercial apple prospects indicate 
a total crop of 95 per cent, of 1024, 
when 2,719,541 barrels were harvest¬ 
ed. or 64.3 per rent, of a five years' 
average of 3.088,504 barrels, according 
to a crop report just Issued by the de¬ 
partment of agriculture.

New Arrival From U. S. Likes This 
Country 

In a letter to the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment agent at Cortland, Maiue, David 
M. lioyes, who recently settled at 
Meadow Lake, Sank., writes: 

“We feel more than thankful for 
your assistance in getting us here. We 
like this country very well, and have 
never seen a place that produced graz¬ 
ing like il does here. Tho horses 
lire knee deep in wild pea-vine and 
vetch, besides plenty of natural 
grasses. 

“1 took a homestead, and it won't 
he hard to gel 50 or 60 acres under 
cultivation. i will soon have the 
house fini.shed.

Test at B.C. Experimental Station 
Yielded Valuable Information 

Valuable information relative to the 
importance of adding m'.neral matter 
to the usual grain rat lor. s of hogs has 
been secured at the Agassiz, B.C., ex¬ 
perimental statlcm during tho last two 
winters, is the information contained 
in a recent "Experimental Farm Note,” 
by W. II. Hicks, the superintendent of 
the farm. 

The mineral ration used was com¬ 
posed of ground bone mael, S pounds; 
ground charcoal, 5 pounds; ground 
rock phosphate, 5 pounds, and salt, 3 
pounds at a cost of 2 7 cents per 
pound. It was fed at the rate of 3 
pounds to each 100 pounds.of meal. 

In order to test this material, a total 
of 81 pigs were divided into fourteen 
lots of six pigs each. In every ration 
where the mineral mixture was fed 
increased gains were secured. 

When other mineral matter is not 
available, ordinary wood or coal ashes 
thrown on the floor gives good results. 


New Insulin Discovery

Of England 

Has Increased From Twelve Millione 

To Nearly Thirty-tight Millions 
In Hundred Yeare 

In a hundred years the population of 
England and Wales has Increased 
from twelve millions to nearly thirty- 
eight millions, and accompanying that 
Increase there has been h general ex¬ 
cess In the number of feninlos. This 
Is one of many interesting conclusions 
arrived at by the registrar-general, 
who has published his final volume on 
the census for 1921, 

6 omo curious facts emerge from tho 
comparisons available as to the mar¬ 
riage stage of the population. For 
every 1,000 unmarried men in the 
country thero are 1,153 unmarried 
women. In Lancashire tho propor¬ 
tion of unmarried women Is even 
higher (1,179), and In the West Riding 
of Yorkshlrj It Is 1,141. 

Nevertheless, tho chanees of mar¬ 
riage In Yorkshire, and, Indeed, In 
the northeastern counties generally, 
ore comparatively high. In the west 
riding the proportion of married wo¬ 
men is 398 In every thousand, Ip 
Derbyshire It is 403, In Durham 384, 
Lancashire 378, Northumberland 374 , 
in Jiondon It Is only 364, nnd In 
TTampstend falls ns low as 304. The 
expectation of marriage, therefor©, 
appears to be much higher in the north 
than In the south.

The poultry production map of the 
world has undergone remarkable 

chtmg's lii the past 15 year*. Erery* 
when*, possibly except Russia, flocks 
seem to have Increased, but the num- 
ber of eggs In world commerce has 
diminished. 

Commerce figures of the various 
countries show that fifteen years ago 
about 700,000,000 dozen of egga In tho 
shell were required, while lu 1923 only 
450.000,000 were needed. 

In 1910 Russia exported 264.000.000 
dozen of eggs; England Imported 215.- 
000,000 dotens, and Germany 275,000.- 
000. England still takes about the 
same number, but Germany has prac¬ 
tically faded out of the picture. China 
now holds first rank as an exporting 
nation with about 90.000.000 dozen. 

Each country Is now' more nearly 
producing Its own requirements. The 
eggs that do get Into commerce are 
mainly to take care of the seasonal 
declines In production In the various 
countries 

In the United States the perfection 
of cold storage methods makes Im¬ 
porting unnecessary, while the grow¬ 
ing demands of our population for 
eggs leaves us each year without a 
surplus. 

In 1910 the production of eggs In the 
U S. was 1.293,600.000 doten. By 1924 
production had jumped to more than 
2.200.000.000 dozen. 

This figuies out to about 20 dozen 
eggs a year for every person, a tre¬ 
mendously high average and one that 
Indicates widespread prosperity.

"Cutthroats In the South Sea la- 
lands, or cutworm* In western Can 
uda? Well, give me tho cannibals 
every time! I never was much at 
farming." 

This was tho assertion of Frank 
Burnett, who came to Winnipeg first 
In 1880 and knows all about the oxen 
aud Red River cart means of transpor¬ 
tation. Recently ho appeared again 
In the Manitoba capital, this tltuo 
travelling by railway. 

"1 am a savage at heart," Mr. Bur¬ 
nett proclaimed, adding that after a 
period of unsuccessful fanning, ho 
had obeyed the appeal of "his savage 
Instinct." "I realized that the only 
way to explore the South Son Islands 
properly was by having mj“own boat. 
I acquired an 85 ton schooner, had It 
fitted a* a yacht and, accompanied 
by my family, set sail. When wo 
reached Honolulu after 42 day a of 
the worst weather that could bo Im¬ 
agined, I took on a crew of sit Poly¬ 
nesian* and then for ten months wo 
disappeared, as far as civilisation was 
concerned. 

"The Idea that cannibalism la ex 
tinct Is quite wrong." Mr. Burnett 
stated. "The Papuans practice it Just 
as much as they did In tho fifteenth 
centur)." In 1910, when Mr. Bur 
nett last saw the Solomon Islands, it 
was in company with a trading party 
of 45 men While he was there, 
seven of the party were killed and eat¬ 
en by the natives There were also 
the head-hunting Dyaks and the Poly¬ 
nesians to bo contended with Neith¬ 
er. however, were cannibalistic. 

Ihirtng these South Sea tours. Mr. 
Burnett has collected a variety of 
souvenir*, including several head*, 
well preserved. This collection has 
been presented to the University of 
British Columbia. 

Despite hls 73 years. Mr. Burnett 
will launch upon another trip to 
tropical fands. He proposes to start 
on the trip this fall. 


W«*d Suppression and Control by 
Ploughing and Cultivation 
Mtthoda 

Relative to coutrol and suppression 
of wend* the Dominion field husband¬ 
man (Mr. E. S Hopkins) advise* that 
In the case of three or four year*’ 
rotation, consisting of one year in corn 
or other in tor-tilled crop, one year lu 
gralu, and one or two years in hay, 
that for the inter tilled crop the land 
should be thoroughly prepared and tho 
crop similarly cultivated. In the 
four-year rotation the timothy sod can 
be ploughed by August 1, but In the 
case of tho three-ycnr rotation, where 
two cutting* of clover are h*rve*tod, 
the ploughing will not be possible until 
about September 1. Where couch 
gras* Is present, or any other weeds 
having underground root-stalk. It Is 
Important to got the land ploughed 
early and to cultivate It throughout 
the remainder of the fall. After 
ploughing It should bo harrowed and 
In about a week's time disced, and 
disced at about a week** Interval un¬ 
til the sod haa roltcd sufficiently to 
allow the use of tho cultivator.

Feeding Visitors to Wembley 


Cakery Works Day and Night to 
Supply Need* 

One of the Interesting bights at 
Wembley exhibition is a bakery that 
works unceasingly day and night to 
supply the needs of visitors to the I 
tair. The bakery has been designed 
to supply bread, rolls, and pastries of 
all kinds to the cafes ami restaurants, 
thus obviating the troubles and wor¬ 
ries of transport of huge supplies to 
the exhibition. Sixteen steam-pipe 
ovens have been installed in the bak- 
• ry. in a fire-box behind each pair 
of ovens Is a small fire of smokeless 
coke. Along the roofs of the ovens 
is a series of tubes, each hermetically 
sealed, and In these tubes is water 
which, heated by the coke fires, circu¬ 
lates and provides the necessary cook- 
itig heat. Rolls, moulded by machln- 
i ry, are put into the ovens on great 
trays of sheet iron. The baker can 
watch the actual baking process by 
means of ati electric light which lights 
up the i nside of tho oven. One hun¬ 
dred r/iou-ano rolla ran be turned out 
every’ day. !n fh.t kitchens attached 
to the bakery are to be found elec¬ 
tric bread buffering machines, each 
capable of rutting and buttering 20.- 
000 slices of bread in a day; and elec¬ 
tric potato peeling and cleaning ma¬ 
chines. each .dealing with a ton of po-

Scientifts Have Different Means For 
Testing Depth of Sleep , 

Persons differ very greatly in their 
mode of slumber. Some awaken at 
the slightest noise, while others are 
only aroused with difficulty. These 
differences have been carefully classi¬ 
fied by scientist*. When scientists 
speak of how “fast" a person sleeps 
they- mean bow deep Is hls sleep. Not 
«**»i y Is 4t possible tt*-menhure sleep, 
but there are different means of do¬ 
ing so. One method Is by dropping a 
steel ball. The ball Is dropped at In¬ 
creasing distances -four, six, tight, 
ten, twelve inches, and so on-until 
the sleeper becomes conscious of the 
sound and awakens.

Facing the disappointing pros 
pect of harvesting a greatly rr 
duoad crop from that at first an¬ 
ticipated, an a result of the ravag 
ing effeota of wind and greRt heat, 
farmers of Southern Alberta are 
commencing the outting of their 
wheat the present, week. Cutting 
operations over all of the southern 
part of the provinoe will be gener¬ 
al within the next week, snd in 
the balance of the province about 
August 10, which will be from ten 
days to two weeks earlier than 
last year. Limited quantities of 
grain already threshed out bear 
indications of the past three weeks 
that yields will be light over large 
areas in tho south. Some samples 
seen have shown unusual shrink¬ 
age in stook. 

Generally speaking, the light 
soil of the province will yield very 
lightly. Reports received by the 
Department the past week indi¬ 
cate yields in these areas varying 
from 5 to 12 bushels. In the other 
areas of the province where the 
grain has been in a better position 
to carry through the heat and dry 
weather and to benefit from the 
later rains, reports indicate the 
yields will vary from 12 to 25
